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PREFACE 



M OST people are familiar with the beautiful 
Horology in Bishop Andrewes’ “ Devo- 
tions/’ in some of its many translations or 
adapted forms. The present little book is an 
endeavour to supplement this by other alter- 
native forms cast somewhat in the same mould, 
and adapted to the same end ; which is, to 
present a chain of prayer and supplication to 
those who wish to approximate to the apostolic 
injunction to "pray without ceasing;” or, short 
of this, to supply a series of ejaculatory prayers 
which may be used as occasion shall offer.

The use of ejaculatory prayer in a less 
systematic way is of well-known value, in times 
of temptation or of trouble, and it is hoped 
that the forms here given may be useful to 
those who would not be helped by the more 
elaborate method. The last set of prayers 
was put together to be used especially by those 
who were in anxiety as to friends or relations 
fighting in the present war in South Africa.
